The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 12, lines 4-5: "storing addresses for a plurality of GUI screens 
corresponding respectively to a plurality of controlling organizations for distributed 
control of users; and" has been changed to -storing addresses in said server system 
for a plurality of GUI screens corresponding respectively to a plurality of controlling 
organizations for distributed control of users; and--. 

Claim 13, line 4-5: "means for storing addresses for a plurality of GUI screens 
corresponding respectively to a plurality of controlling organizations for distributed 
control of users; and" has been changed to -means for storing addresses in said server 
system for a plurality of GUI screens corresponding respectively to a plurality of 
controlling organizations for distributed control of users; and--. 
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2. Claims 12-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 2 and 1 3 have been carefully considered. Prior art of 

record fails to teach the combination of claimed elements including a server system 
that stores addresses of a plurality of GUI screens that correspond to a plurality of 
controlling organizations for distributed control of users to distribute services 
provided to the plurality of users by selecting the address corresponding to the 
controlling organization of the user from among the plurality of addresses upon 
receiving a service request from a user's client system, and sending a corresponding 
GUI screen of the selected address to the user's client system. 

Bayer et al (US 6,31 1,190 Bl) discloses a method for conducting surveys to 
voters in multiple different languages and providing an addressable site which 
dynamically generates surveys to the computers of voters in their preferred language, 
and sends summaries showing the results of the survey in the voter's country or other 
countries. Bayer teaches a network server that does not permit a voter who has 
already voted in the survey to revote by creating, when a voter connects to the 
network server, a Voting Digital ID identifying the network server, the voting 
campaign and the survey. The Voting Digital ID is transmitted by the network server 
to the voter's computer and stored by the browser of the voter's computer as a 
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cookie. Bayer fails to teach or suggest that the server stores and selects an address 
corresponding to a controlling organization that controls the user from among a 
plurality of addresses, and sends a GUI screen of that controlling organization to the 
user in order to provide a service. 

Carter et al (US 5,987,506) discloses a globally addressable storage 
environment that accommodates remote access and a plurality of interconnected 
computer networks. Carter discloses controlling organizations that are related 
hierarchically to each other, and a hierarchy manager for organizing the plural 
computers into a set of hierarchical groups. Carter fails to teach or suggest a server 
that stores and selects an address corresponding to a controlling organization that 
controls the user from among a plurality of addresses, and sends a GUI screen of that 
controlling organization to the user in order to provide a service.
